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Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representa-1

tives of the United States of America in Congress assembled, 2

That the following sums are appropriated, out of any 3

money in the Treasury not otherwise appropriated, for the 4

fiscal year ending September 30, 2017, and for other pur-5

poses, namely: 6

EMERGENCY CONSERVATION ACTIVITIES 10

(INCLUDING TRANSFER OF FUNDS) 11

For an additional amount, to remain available until 12

expended, for the Emergency Conservation Program 13

under title IV of the Agriculture Credit Act of 1978 (16 14

U.S.C. 2201 et seq.) for necessary expenses related to the 15

consequences of Hurricane Harvey and resulting from a 16

major disaster declared pursuant to the Robert T. Staf-17

ford Disaster Relief and Emergency Assistance Act (42 18

U.S.C. 5121 et seq.), $650,000,000, of which $45,000,000 19

shall be available for payments under sections 401 and 20

402 of the Agriculture Credit Act of 1978 (16 U.S.C. 21

2201, 2202), $540,000,000 shall be available for activities 22

under section 403 of such Act (Emergency Watershed 23

Protection Program; 16 U.S.C. 2203), and $69,000,000 24

shall be available for activities under section 407 of such 25

transfer these funds to the Farm Service Agency and the 3

Southwestern and Mississippi Valley Divisions of the 5

Corps: Provided further, That an interim report with an 6

assessment of authorized Corps projects for reducing 7

flooding and storm risks in the affected area that have 8

been constructed or are under construction, including con-9

struction cost estimates, shall be submitted to the Com-10

mittees on Appropriations of the House of Representatives 11

and the Senate not later than March 1, 2018: Provided 12

further, That an interim report identifying any previously 13

authorized but unconstructed Corps project and any 14

project under study by the Corps for reducing flooding and 15

storm damage risks in the affected area, including up-16

dated construction cost estimates, that are, or would be, 17

consistent with the comprehensive study shall be sub-18

mitted to the appropriate congressional committees by 19

May 1, 2018: Provided further, That a final report shall 20

be submitted to the appropriate congressional committees 21

within 24 months of the date of enactment of this Act: 22

Provided further, That as a part of the study, the Sec-23

retary shall identify those activities warranting additional 24

analysis by the Corps, as well as institutional and other 25
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barriers to providing protection to the affected coastal 1

areas: Provided further, That the Secretary shall conduct 2

the study in coordination with other Federal agencies, and 3

State, local and Tribal officials to ensure consistency with 4

other plans to be developed, as appropriate: Provided fur-5

ther, That using $500,000 of the funds provided herein, 6

the Secretary shall conduct an evaluation of the perform-7

ance of existing projects constructed by the Corps and im-8

pacted by Hurricane Harvey for the purposes of deter-9

mining their effectiveness and making recommendations 10

for improvements thereto: Provided further, That as a part 11

of the study, the Secretary shall identify institutional and 12

other barriers to providing comprehensive protection to af-13

fected coastal areas and shall provide this report to the 14

Committees on Appropriations of the House of Represent-15

atives and the Senate within 120 days of enactment of 16

this Act: Provided further, That the amounts in this para-17

graph are designated by the Congress as being for an 18

emergency requirement pursuant to section 19

251(b)(2)(A)(i) of the Balanced Budget and Emergency 20

Assistant Secretary of the Army for Civil Works shall pro-22

vide a monthly report to the Committees on Appropria-23

$10,000,000,000 of the funds provided under this heading 9

shall be used to reduce future flood risk in ways that will 10

support the long-term sustainability of the coastal eco-11

system and communities and reduce the economic costs 12

and risks associated with large-scale flood and storm 13

events in areas along the Gulf Coast within the boundaries 14

of the Southwestern and Mississippi Valley Divisions of 15

the Corps that were affected by Hurricane Harvey: Pro-16

vided further, That $2,700,000,000 of such funds shall be 17

made available not earlier than 14 days after the Sec-18

retary of the Army submits the report required under the 19

heading ‘‘Investigations’’ to be submitted not later than 20

March 1, 2018, and $6,000,000,000 shall be made avail-21

able not earlier than 14 days after the Secretary submits 22

the report required under the heading ‘‘Investigations’’ to 23

be submitted not later than May 1, 2018: Provided further, 24

That efforts using these funds shall incorporate current 25
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science and engineering standards in constructing pre-1

viously authorized Corps projects designed to reduce flood 2

and storm damage risks and modifying existing Corps 3

projects that do not meet these standards, with such modi-4

fications as the Secretary determines are necessary to in-5

corporate these standards or to meet the goal of providing 6

sustainable reduction to flooding and storm damage risks: 7

Provided further, That upon approval of the Committees 8

on Appropriations of the House of Representatives and the 9

Senate these funds may be used to construct any project 10

under study by the Corps for reducing flooding and storm 11

damage risks in areas along the Gulf Coast within the 12

Southwestern and Mississippi Valley Divisions of the 13

Corps that were affected by Hurricane Harvey that the 14

Secretary determines is technically feasible, economically 15

justified, and environmentally acceptable: Provided fur-16

ther, That the completion of ongoing construction projects 17

receiving funds provided by this Act shall be at full Fed-18

eral expense with respect to such funds: Provided further, 19

That the non-Federal cash contribution for projects using 20

these funds shall be financed in accordance with the provi-21

sions of section 103(k) of Public Law 99–662 over a pe-22

riod of 30 years from the date of completion of the project 23

or separable element: Provided further, That for these 24

projects, the provisions of section 902 of the Water Re-25
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sources Development Act of 1986 shall not apply to these 1

funds: Provided further, That up to $150,000,000 of the 2

funds provided under this heading shall be used to expe-3

dite continuing authorities projects to reduce the risk of 4

flooding along the coastal areas in States impacted by 5

Hurricane Harvey within the boundaries of the South-6

western and Mississippi Valley Divisions of the Corps: 7

Provided further, That $9,000,000 of the funds provided 8

under this heading shall be used for repairs to projects 9

that were under construction and damaged by the impacts 10

of Hurricane Harvey: Provided further, That any projects 11

using funds appropriated under this heading shall be initi-12

ated only after non-Federal interests have entered into 13

binding agreements with the Secretary requiring the non- 14

Federal interests to pay 100 percent of the operation, 15

maintenance, repair, replacement, and rehabilitation costs 16

of the project and to hold and save the United States free 17

from damages due to the construction or operation and 18

maintenance of the project, except for damages due to the 19

fault or negligence of the United States or its contractors: 20

Provided further, That the Assistant Secretary of the 21

Army for Civil Works shall submit to the Committees on 22

Appropriations of the House of Representatives and the 23

Senate a monthly report detailing the allocation and obli-24

restore projects impacted by Hurricane Harvey in the 7

Southwestern and Mississippi Valley Divisions of the 8

Corps to design profiles of the authorized projects: Pro-9

vided further, That the provisions of section 902 of the 10

Water Resources Development Act of 1986 shall not apply 11

to funds provided under this heading: Provided further, 12

That the amounts in this paragraph are designated by the 13

Congress as being for an emergency requirement pursuant 14

section 251(b)(2)(A)(i) of the Balanced Budget and 15

Emergency Deficit Control Act of 1985: Provided further, 16

That the Assistant Secretary of the Army for Civil Works 17

shall provide a monthly report to the Committees on Ap-18

propriations of the House of Representatives and the Sen-19

ate detailing the allocation and obligation of these funds, 20

beginning not later than 60 days after enactment of this 21

Act.
